*n  grammar,  the  analysis’  of  sentences 
and  diagraming;  if  neatly  done,  present  a 
good  appearance.” 

We  claim  to  have  as  good  a  State  sys- 
tern  oLschools,  at  least,  as  can  be  found  ini 
the  country,  and  now,  when  this,  the  second 
opportunity  to  show  the  fruits  of  our  work, 
by  which,  of  course,  we  must  be  judged.  1 
feel  confident  that  all  the  teachers  and 
school  officers  in  the  State  are  ready  to  say 
that  New  Jersey  shall  stand  second  to 
none.” 

In  the  last  quotation  a  verb,  urgently  re 
quired  to-  make  sense,  is  conspicuously 
absent,  while  in  the  first  extract  a  pronoun 
and  a  verb  are  conspicuously  present  when 
and  where  they  should  not  be.  In  the  mid¬ 
dle  sentence  there  could  hardly  be  a  more 
inexcusable  barbarism  than  the  use  of  th^ 
alleged  word  “diagraming.” 

In  conclusion  l  may  be  permitted  to  ob¬ 
serve  that  the  County  Superintendent  is  a 
Bloomfielder  of  old  and  eminently  respecta¬ 
ble  lineage.  For  that  reason,  unless  he 
has  much  better  cause  for  disparaging  the 
town  and  her  cherished  institutions  than 
appear  in  his  recent  letter,  lie  ought  to  bo 
for  us  and  not  against  us.  Without  the 
very  best  of  motives,  to  degrade  one’s 
town  or  its  institutions  in  public  estimation 
is  like  defaming  one’s  own  mother  or  sister.
